Dennis Kelly is a machinist employ-

Dur- 
ing the forenoon he had been out driv- 
ing with Freddie Nahrwold, a son of 
the victim of the accident, and had 
taken with him a Winchester repeat- 
ing rifie of twenty-two calibre which 
had recently been presented to him 
by his wife. They went out into the 
country and shot at marks to try the 
gun and as they started for home the 
gun was tried several times and failed 
to explode. 


When they returned to the saloon 


Kelly placed the weapon behind the 
bar and later some of his 
friends 


camo along and wanted to examine it. 
The light was not good inside and the 
party stepped in front of a heavy cur- 
tain used to cut off the view of the 
interior from the street. 
While h" 


was displaying it there was a report, 
followed by the sound of a falling 
body. 


Nahrwold Had Fallen. 


As the men stepped from in front 


of the curtain Nahrwold was endeavor- 
ing to rise from the floor, and Kelly 
assisted him, but he said, "Go away, 
never mind. I'm all right." The ball i 
had entered the body below tho left j 
shoulder blade and passed through the 
right lung and lodged under the skin • 
just above the right nipple, causing j 
internal hemorrhage that 
produced 


death.

A. cot was 
improvised 
and 
the j 


wounded man placed upon it in front j 
of the bar and Dr. Kesler was called j 
to render medical aid, but by the j 
time he arrived the man was dead 
and he immediately began taking the 
evidence of the witnesses. Kelly re- 
mained and was in the place when 
Patrolmen Greer and Bnuck entered. 
He was placed under arrest and taken 
to police headquarters. 


He told the police the facts In the 


case snd was locked up. awaiting in- 
structions from the coroner, whose in- 
vestigation proved that he was not 
amenable under the circumstances.
